MacFarland Guilty of Murder« 


The jury in the case of Allison M. 
MacFarland in Newark, N, J., brought 
in a verdict of murder in the first de­ 
gree, after a deliberation of more than 
twelve hours* 


Allison M. MacFarland was found 
guilty of causing the death of his wife 
Evelyn, who drank cyanide of potas­ 
sium on the night of Oct 17. 
Mac­ 
Farland admitted that he had brought 
the poison to the house and had placed 
it in a bromide bottle. 


The jury found that he did so with 
intent to cause her death. The prose 
cution claimed that MacFarland’s in­ 
fatuation for a Philadelpnia woman 
named in the case as Florence Brom* 


One woman and two men, who uaa 
fentured to croos the Niagara river 
near the ialls on the ice bridge at 
Niagara l«ahs, N 
Y., were drowned 
in the whirlpool rapids, two miles be­ 
low the falls, to which point they had 
drifted on the ice in lull view ot thou­ 
sands who were helpless to render 
aid, though every effort was made 
Their names are Mr. and Mrs. El« 
dredge Stanton, of Toronto, Ont., aud 
Burrell Hecock, of Cleveland, O. 


A great mass of ice broke away and 
was swept by the current toward the 
rapids and pool. 
When the ice broke 
there were at least eight persons ou 
the ice, but five of these are believed 
to have gained the shore in safety, 
some of them a mile below the falls 
and midway to the rapids. 


Two men and a woman did not es­ 
cape. 
One of the men floated on a 
cake of ice ahead of the other man 
and woman. When the jam started out 
the fact was 
phoned to the lower 
steel arch bridge and to the caniile\er 
bridge, this latter being about 300 feet 
above the lower arch. Both stand di­ 
rectly over the entrance to the ra­ 
pids. 
* 


Men with long rope3 had rushed out 
from the Canadian and New 
York 
ends of the bridges and dropped the 
ropes down to the river, and then had 
moved along the deck of the bridge 
until right over the persons on the 
moving ice. 


The first man grasped the rope and 
held it fast 
The men on the bridge 
started to pull him up, but when he 
had been drawn up forty feet he let go 
and dropped into the river and was 
lost. 
( 


The other man and the woman next 
reached the rope as the current swept 
them on. The man caught the rope 
and seemed to attempt to tie it about 
the woman, but the current hurried 
them along and their chance for rp.«- 
cue was lost They drifted under both 
bridges into the rarids in full view 
on the ice. They were seen co sink to 
their knees and then the waves wash­ 
ed over them and they disappeared in 
the seething, grinding mass of ice and 
water. 


The current sweeps under the two 
bridges with great rapidity, and it may 
he that the rope was too short to al­ 
low of the movement of the current 
during the time he was trying to put 
the rope around her. 


Persons who were near the falls 
when the jam broke say thev are cer­ 
tain other lives have been lost. One 
man reports having 
seen a woman 
leap from the ice Into the water uear 
the upper arch bridge.

Submarine Lost With Entire Crew. 
The British submarine “A 3M sank 
after a collision with the British tor­ 
pedo gunboat Hazard, off the eastern 
end of the Isle of Wight. The *ul ma­ 
rine’s crew of fourteen, ten sailors and 
four officers, perished. 


Besides the regular crew of ten men 
and a lieutenant who were on board 
the “A 3," three other lieutenants were 
on the vessel going through a course 
of instruction. 


Torpedo practice had been In prog­ 
ress for some time and the submarine 
“A 3” was partially submerged when 
she came into collision with the Haz­ 
ard. The gunboat was steaming at a 
fairly high rate of speed, and when 
she struck the submarine her bows cut 
a big rent in the little vessel's side. 


As the “A-3” settled down, .which she 
did in a few moments, and then disap­ 
peared, air and gas bubbles appearing 
on the surface told the ^rew of Uio 
Hazard that she was filling with water, 
and that the late of the four officers 
amf ten men of her crew was sealed. 
The Hazard, however, threw out lite 
buoys and launched boats in case any 
of the men should succeed in escaping, 
but none came to the surface. 


A double suicide ended the sensa 
tional romance of the former wiie of 
Walter L. Suydain and Frederick No­ 
ble, the young plumber, for the love of 
whom Mrs. Suydam ran away from 
her millionaire husband and married. 


The bodies of Noble and his bride 
of a month were found in their Now 
York apartments at 82 West Twelfth 
street. The couple had been asphyxiat­ 
ed by gas. 


The suicide pact, the discovery of 
its results by Mrs, John J. White, oi 
Washington, motner of Mrs, Noble, 
and other features of the case, were 
■tartling. 


Mrs. White, v/ho has an apartment 
on Lexington avenue, had her daugh­ 
ter as a visitor on Saturday nignt, 
and supposed that the daughter would 
remain over night. * When Mrs. White 
awoke in the morning she found that 
her daughter had fled the house, and 
she hurried immediately to the daugh­ 
ter's 
apartment on 
West 
Twelfth 
street in her automobile. 


She became 
alarmed when there 
was no answer to her repeated knockg 
and summoned two policemen, who 
forced an entrance. The entrance door 
had been barricaded with chairs and 
tables, and the doors of all the rooms 
of the large apartment also were lock­ 
ed and barricaded. 
When the party 
forced its way to the diniugroom the 
odor of gas was first detected and the 
mother became hysterical. 


Breaking 
through the next door, 
which led into the kitchen, the party 
found Noble &ml his wife lying df»ad 
on the floor, their heads almost inside 
the oven of the gas range. They were 
partly undressed and clasped in eacli 
other's arms. 


A few minutes after tho discovery, 
Mrs. Noble's former husband, Walter 
LIspenard Suydam, a millionaire, was 
summoned by telephone and arrived 
quickly in his automobile. 
Iie was 
much affected by the news of the sui 
cide of the woman. Ho was not allow* 
ed to view the body, which was la er 
given 
over to the custody of 
the 
mother. 


Employes of the apartment hous« 
said that Suydam frequently had vis 
ited his divorced wife since her mar 
riage to the younp plumbor. 
When 
asked what he thought might have 
been the motive of the suicide pact, 
Suydam said: 


MT can*t tell you anything 
She h 
not mine now, and I am only here a? 
a friend to see what I can do " 


Suydam picked up in the apartment 
a chock for $110 which ho said his 
former wife had told him she had 
drawn on his account 
He put the 
check In his pocket. 


Tn the absence of explanatory notes 
the motive for the double suicide will 
probably never he known. The woman 
was still In the twenties. 
She was 
married to Suydam about nine years 
ago and tho ' 
'^lo made their home 
un a mp* 
... l. uuifc at Blue Point, 
Long IsbrnJ. 


Mrs Suydam had a strong intellect 
and moved in the upper circles of so 
ciety. Early last fall sensational re 
ports developed regarding her mys*e 
rious dlsappearence. 
The sensation 
was heightened when it turned out 
that she had 
deserted 
her wealthy 
husband and magnificent home to be 
with Noble, son of a Brooklyn plumb 


tho portious, carerutly dressed* were 
placed on a wagon and the men went

streets of the 
northeast, asking seven cents a pound 
for tho rump, and five cents for the 
ribs and foreparts. 


Three saloonkeepers are known to 
have bought large quantities for use 
on the free lunch counter, and one ot 
these, who bought tho heart and the 
tongue, became desperately ill follow* 
ing a lunch of the latter.

Men with long ropes had rushed out 
from the Canadian 
and New 
York 
ends of the bridges and dropped the 
ropes down to the river, and then had 
moved along the deck of the bridge 
until right over the persons on the 
moving Ice, 


The first man grasped the rope and 
held it fast. 
The men on the bridge 
started to pull him up, but when he 
had been drawn up forty feet he let go 
and dropped into the river and was 
lost.

The other man and the woman next 
reached the rope as the current swept 
them on. The man caught the rope 
and seemed to attempt to tie it about 
the woman, but the current hurried 
them along and their chance for rp.«- 
cuo was lost. They drifted under both 
bridges Into the rarids in full view 
on the ice. They were seen co sink to 
their knees and then the waves wash* 
ed over them and they disappeared in 
the seething, grinding mass of ice and 
water. 


The current sweeps under the two 
bridges with great rapidity, and it may 
be that the rope was loo shori; to al- 
low of the movement of the current 
during the time he was trying to put 
the rope around her. 


Persons who were near the falls 
whon the jam broke say thev are 'cer- 
tain other lives have heen lost. One 
man reports having 
seen a woman 
leap from the ice into the water near 
the upper arch bridge.

Edwin Hawley Dies In New York.

A doublo suicide ended the sensa- 
tional romance of tho former wile of 
Waller L. Suydam and Frederick No- 
ble, the young plumber, for tho lovo of 
whom Mrs. 
rtuydam 
ran a\vay from 
her milllonairo husband aud married. 


The bodies of Noble and his bride 
of a month were found in their Now 
York apartments at 82 West Twelfth 
street. The couple had been asphyxiat- 
ed by gas, 


Tho suicide pact, tho discovery of 
Its results by Mrs. John J. White, of 
Washington, motner of 
Mrs, Noble, 
and other features of tho case, were 
startling, 


Mrs. White, v/ho has an apartment 
on Lexington avenue, had her daugh- 
ter as a visitor on Saturday 
nlgnt, 
and supposed that the daughter would 
remain over night, ' When Mrs, White 
awoke in the morning she found that 
her daughter had fled tho house, and 
she hurried Immediately to the daugh- 
ter's 
apartment 
on 
West 
Twelfth 
street In her automobile. 


She became 
alarmed when 
there 
was no answer to her repeated knocUg 
and summoned two policemen, who 
forced an entrance. The entrance door 
had been barricaded with chairs and 
tables, and the doors of all the rooms 
of the large apartment also were lock- 
ed and barricaded. 
When the party 
forced its way to the dlnlngroom the 
odor of gas was first detected and the 
mother became hysterical. 


Breaking 
through tho next door, 
which led into tho kitchen, tho party 
found Noble ^nd his wife lying d^ad 
on the floor, their heads almost inside 
the oven of the gas range. They were 
partly undressed and clasped in each 
other's arms. 


A few minutes after tho discovery, 
Mrs. Noble's former husband, Walt01 
LIspenard Suydam, a millionaire, was 
summoned by telephone and arrived 
quickly in his automobile. 
Hy v/as 
much affected by the news of the sui 
cide of the woman. He was not allow« 
ed to view the body, which was la er 
given 
over to the custody of 
the 
mother. 


Employes of tho apartment 
house 
said that Suydam frequently Jiad vis- 
ited his divorced wife since her mar- 
riase to the younp phunbor. 
When 
asked 
what he thought 
might 
have 
been the motive of the suicide pact, 
Suydam said: 


"T can't tell you anything 
She is 
not mine now, and 1 am only here a? 
a friend to see what I can do " 


Suydam picked up In the apartment 
a chock for $110 which ho said his 
former wife had told him she had 
drawn on his account. 
He put the 
check in hl's pocket. 


Tn the absence of e^cplanatory notes 
the motive for the douhio suicide will 
probably never he known. The wonifin 
was still In the twenties. 
She was 
jfjarriod to Suydam about nine years 
ai<o and tho ' • 'nlo made their home 
un a mP' 
... l. lant at Blue Point. 
Long IsluHiJ. 


Mrs Suydam had a stro«»g Interect 
and moved in the uppor circles of so- 
ciety. Early Insi fall sensational re- 
ports developed regarding her myste- 
rious disappearonce. 
The 
sensation 
was heightened when it turned out 
that slie had 
deserted 
her wealthy 
husband and magnifl.^ent home to be 
with Noble, son of a Brooklyn plumb- 
er Noblo A\:as learning tho plumbing 
irade. Suydam institnted divorce pro- 
ceedings and obtained a divorce. 


The divorced wife afterward married 
the plumber's son. The wedding took 
plurm In Jersey Cii> a month ago and
